Following  the  service  which  begins  at 
9:15  A.M.,  the  entire  congregation  will  be 
invited  to  a  buffet  luncheon  and  reception  on 
the  Lower  Level  in  honor  of  these  two  hon¬ 
orees  and  their  families. 

Dennis  M.  Karr 

Dennis  and  his  wife,  Gail,  have  been 
members  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for 
the  past  18  years.  They  were  married  at  the 
synagogue  in  December,  1979,  and,  a  few 
years  later,  their  son,  Justin,  whom  we  have 
watched  grow  up  to  be  such  a  fine  young 
man,  was  almost  born  at  a  Friday  night  ser¬ 
vice  on  a  cold  winter’s  night. 

Since  then,  Dennis  has  been  actively 
involved  in  the  life  of  our  congregation  in 
many  ways.  He  has  served  on  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue’s  Board  of  Trustees  and  its  Advi¬ 
sory  Board  for  over  ten  years  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  School  Board  and  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue’s  Ritual  Committee.

from  which  he  earned  his  master’s  degree. 

Dennis  is  presently  a  senior  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  Harper-Lawrence,  Inc.,  a  privately 
held  commercial  real  estate  firm  formed  in 
1979-  He  works  in  the  firm’s  midtown  New 
York  office,  where  he  is  a  specialist  in  corpo¬ 
rate  leasing  and  sales,  with  representation  of 
tenants  as  his  specialty. 

Prior  to  joining  Harper-Lawrence,  he  was 
a  partner  and  director  of  the  midtown  leasing 
department  of  Jones  Lang  Wootton,  an  inter¬ 
national  real  estate  consulting  firm,  where  he 
was  in  charge  of  coordinating  leasing  assign¬ 
ments  between  the  United  States  and  the 
firm’s  international  offices.

privileged  to  have  Susan  Lincoln  as  an  active¬ 
ly  involved  member  of  both  our  congregation 
and  the  Jewish  community  for  the  past  eleven 
years.  As  everyone  knows,  she  is  the  wife  of 
Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln,  our  senior  rabbi. 

Susan  was  born  and  educated  in  London, 
England.  She  attended  business  school  in 
London  before  marrying  David  Lincoln.  From 
London,  they  moved  to  Portsmouth,  on  the 
south  coast  of  England,  where  Rabbi  Lincoln 
had  his  first  pulpit  and  Sara  Lincoln  arrived.

learn  Hebrew,  and  the  prayers  came  alive.  A 
visit  to  Israel  bolstered  my  pride  in  my  identi¬ 
ty,  the  young  state,  and  our  ancient  heritage. 

After  my  first  Torah  reading,  Rabbi  Fine- 
stone  said,  “now  that  you  know  how  to  read 
Torah,  we’ll  ask  you  for  the  High  Holidays.” 
They  did.  Sitting  up  there  on  the  bimah, 
despite  the  crowds,  I  did  not  feel  nervous.  I 
felt  very  natural,  as  if  that  were  what  I  was 
meant  to  be  doing.  Discussions  with  Rabbi 
Finestone  confirmed  that  the  rabbinate  meant 
being  a  teacher,  a  role  model,  a  spiritual 
leader,  a  counsellor:  in  short,  a  life  of  variety 
and  challenge  which  would  never  leave  me 
bored.  Some  months  later,  I  sent  in  my  appli¬ 
cation  to  rabbinical  school  and  embarked  on 
a  path  that  I  have  never  regretted. 

What  does  it  mean  to  be  a  rabbi?  The 
etymology  of  the  word  reveals  some  fascinat¬ 
ing  insights. 

The  word  “rabbi”  means,  first  and  fore¬ 
most,  teacher.  One  who  is  privileged  to  study 
Torah,  Talmud,  Halacha  (Jewish  law),  philos¬ 
ophy,  history  and  more;  is  obligated  to  pass 
on  the  learning  in  every  possible  forum. 

The  root,  rab,  or  rav,  also  means  “much, 
many,  numerous,  large,  strong,  poly-”.  Rabbis 
ought  to  be  multi-talented,  endlessly  patient, 
full  of  love  for  every  soul  we  encounter,  and 
strong  enough  to  deal  with  the  crises  through 
which  people  lean  on  us  for  support. 

Interestingly,  “ray”  also  means  “fight  or 
dispute.”  A  rabbi  has  to  be  willing  to  set  lim¬ 
its,  make  difficult  decisions  and  sometimes  be 
unpopular,  if  it  is  “for  the  sake  of  heaven.” 

Finally,  the  “f  in  “rabbi”  means  “my:”  my 
teacher.  Ideally,  each  Jew  would  have  a  rabbi 
who  knows  and  understands  his  or  her  par¬ 
ticular  personality,  circumstances  and  spiritual 
quest. 

I  look  forward  to  meeting  each  one  of 
you  and  to  being  your  rabbi,  along  with 
Rabbi  Lincoln  and  Rabbi  Stern.  My  only  hope 
is  that  you  avail  yourselves  of  our  accessibili¬ 
ty  and  our  knowledge,  and,  by  being  interest¬ 
ed  congregants,  enable  us  to  be,  to  our  fullest 
potential,  rabbis.

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name 
from  the  sukkah,  the  temporary 
dwelling  or  booth  built  especially  for 
the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of  Leviticus:  “I  did 
cause  the  children  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths 
when  I  brought  them  out  of  the  Land  of 
Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a  reminder 
to  all  generations  of  God’s  redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the 
Land  of  Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly 
recall  the  Land  and  its  produce. 

The  four  minim,  or  species,  consist  of  an 
etrog,  a  lulav,  myrtles  and  willows.  The  lulavis 
a  branch  of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound  togeth¬ 
er  with  three  short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves 
( badasim )  and  two  branches  of  the  willow  tree 
iaravot).  The  etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon, 
but  it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter.  It  has  a 
pitom,  a  small  protuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  dif¬ 
ferent  species  together  serves  as  an  example 
to  us  of  how  all  Jews,  different  though  we 
may  be  from  one  another,  must  be  bound 
together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two 
points  in  the  morning  service,  during  Hallel, 
right  after  the  morning  Amidah,  and  during 
Hosbanot,  each  day  of  the  holiday  when  we 
march  around  the  synagogue  with  them  in  a 
magnificent  procession,  except  on  Shabbat. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15th 
day  of  Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are 
observed  as  major  festival  days.  The  next  five 


T|he  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Youth

Under  the  direction  of  our  cantors,  the 
Youth  Chorale  will  perform  as  part  of  the  55th 
Annual  Friday  Evening  Music  Service  on 
December  11, 1998  and  in  a  gala  performance 
on  Sunday,  March  14, 1999.  Other  venues  will 
be  announced  at  a  later  date. 

The  enthusiastic  and  talented  members 
of  the  Youth  Chorale  first  met  to  rehearse 
with  Cantors  David  Lefkowitz  and  Nancy 


days  are  Hoi  Hamoed ,  the  Intermediate  Days 
of  the  festival.  These  days  are  half-holidays,  for 
while  most  labor  is  permitted,  except,  of 
course,  on  the  Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat 
meals  in  the  sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessings 
over  the  four  minim,  waving  them  during  the 
recitation  of  the  Hallel  and  when  marching 
with  them  during  the  hymns  (Hosbanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter 
Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and 
May  Ellen  Ritter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof 
and  decorated  by  the  Parents’  Association. 

A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter 
Sukkah  following  every  service  during  Sukkot 
and  dinner  is  served  there  almost  every  night 
of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a 
separate  holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called 
Shemini  Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day  of  Assem¬ 
bly.”  We  no  longer  eat  in  the  sukkah  and  in 
Israel  prayers  for  rain  are  recited  during  the 
service.  The  Yizkor  Memorial  Prayers  are  also 
recited  on  Shemini  Atzeret. 

Then,  Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the  “Rejoicing 
of  Torah.”  It  is  during  the  morning  service  on 
Simhat  Torah  that  the  last  verse  and  the  first 
verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a  bold  demon¬ 
stration  of  our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is 
never-ending.  We  march  joyfully  in  hakafot 
(processions)  in  which  we  carry  the  Scrolls  of 
the  Law.  At  this  service  two  of  our  congre¬ 
gants  are  honored  for  their  contributions  to 
the  synagogue  and  to  the  Jewish  community. 


Abramson  at  the  end  of  April,  and,  barely  a 
month  late,  sang  with  guest  cantors  at  both  a 
gala  Shabbat  Eve  Service  and  a  Concert 
Maariv.  The  latter  was  filmed  by  ABC  televi¬ 
sion  for  a  highly  acclaimed  one-hour,  pre-hol¬ 
iday  special  that  was  viewed  last  month,  just 
prior  to  Rosh  Hashanah,  by  150  stations 
throughout  the  entire  country!

When  the  Solomon  Schechter  High 
School  (SSHS)  of  New  York  opened  its  doors 
in  1992,  it  proudly  became  the  Conservative 
movement’s  first  egalitarian  high  school  in 
Manhattan.  SSHS  attracts  students  from  the 
five  boroughs,  Westchester,  Rockland  and 
Bergen  counties  and  families  with  a  wide 
range  of  Jewish  backgrounds,  practices  and 
beliefs,  including  those  with  no  prior  formal 
Jewish  education.  Flexible  groupings  in 
Hebrew  and  Judaic  studies  accommodate  all 
levels  of  knowledge.  SSHS  is  the  “laboratory 
school”  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary’s 
Davidson  School  of  Education  and  maintains 
a  close  association  with  the  seminary.  SSHS 
has  a  needs  blind  admission  policy  and  pro¬ 
vides  scholarship  assistance. 

In  addition  to  offering  its  students  a  chal¬ 
lenging  college  preparatory  program,  SSHS 
also  engages  students  in  the  study  of  Torah 
and  the  history  of  the  Jewish  people  and 
strives  to  infuse  its  students  with  a  deep  love 
of  the  State  of  Israel.  Hebrew  is  taught  as  both 
a  living  language  and  as  the  historic  language 
of  the  Torah,  Talmud,  liturgy,  and  exegetical 
texts.

SSHS  graduated  its  first  class  in  1996.  Its 
graduates  have  been  accepted  at  numerous 
outstanding  colleges  and  universities,  includ¬ 
ing:  Columbia,  Brandeis,  NYU,  Sarah 
Lawrence,  University  of  Rochester,  George 
Washington,  Yeshiva  University,  Smith,  Mt. 
Holyoke,  Boston  University,  Hampshire,  Hof- 
stra,  Bard,  many  of  the  SUNY  and  CUNY 
schools  and  List  College,  the  undergraduate 
school  of  JTS.
